vorable effects, therefore, of a change 
of air are not tq be explained by any 
difference In the proportions of its 
gaseous constituents. 
The important 
difference is the bacteriological one. 
The air of high altitudes contains no 
microbes and hi, in fact, sterile, while 
near the ground and some hundred 
feet about it microbes are abundant. 
In the air of towns and crowded places 
not only does the microbe impurity in­ 
crease, but other impurities, such as 
the products of combustion of coal, ac­ 
crue also. 
Several 
investigators

found 
traces of hydrogen and certain hydro­ 
carbons in the air, especially in pine, 
oak and birch forests. 
It is to these 
bodies, doubtless consisting of traces 
of essential oils. that the curative ef­ 
fects of certain health resorts are trac­ 
ed. Thus the* locality of a fir forest is 
said to give relief in diseases of the 
respiratory tracts. But these traces of 
essential oils and arom atic product • 
must be counted, strictly speaking, as 
impurities, since they are apparently 
not necessary constituents of the air.

C. April 28.—Last bulletin gave forecasts of dis­ 
turbance to cross continent 28 to May 2, warm wave 27 to May I, cool 
wave 30 to May 4. 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast about 
May I, cross west of Rockies by close of 2, great central valley 3 to 5, 
eastern states 6. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about 4, great 
central valley 6, eastern states 8. Warm wave will cross west of Rock­ 
ies about May I, great central valleys 3, eastern states 5. 
I his disturbance will go into Texas immediately after it crosses 
the Rockies and will pass through most of the southern states, then 
moving northeastward by way ofWashington into eastern states and pro* 
\ hues. 
It will not be a severe storm, but will cause excessive rains in 
the southern states. The cool wave mentioned will be in middle north­ 
west, west of upper lakes, with very low temperatures while the storm 
wave and warm wave is in Texas, the cool wave causing showers in 
the northwest. 
A little latter that cool wave will cause very low tem­ 
peratures on all the continent east of Rockies, while it will be warmer 
west of the Rocky ridge. 
Lowest temeratures may be expected on Pa­ 
cific coast not far from May 4, and very low in southern states near 
May 7, 
Lastern states will get low temperatures not far from May 2 
and 8, preceded by rains.

G eneral Lee, mounted upon a 
superb gray horse, was an especia 
object of adm iration, and merely as 
a picture, he deserved all th a t he re 
celved. 
His great popularity, added 
to his handsom e appearance, produced 
a continuous cheer after cheer, as hi 
rode along, hat In hand. 
G eneral Cabell rode with an cid sol­ 
dier holding his bridle, for the pen 
eral's hands are none too strong these 
days, and it is not certain th at he 
could restrain a fractious horse for 
any groat length of time. 
He was the 
recipient of much attention during tho 
parade. 
A djutant General Mickle, who rode 
a bay horse fair to look upon, and dif­ 
ficult to sit upon, repeatedly proved 
him self a much accomplished horse­ 
man, and early In the day, while 
riding along Canal street, was com­ 
pelled to throw him self from the sad­ 
dle to prevent his horse falling over 
on him. 
General Clem ent Evans of Georgia, 
who was the last of men in ordinary 
life, looked the picture of the fighting 
man he really is. as he swung his frac­ 
tious horse from side to side.

Several battle flags th at had 
seen service In the civil war w ere car­ 
ried in the parade, and all of them 
w ere objects of pride and regard by 
the crowd.

At Tiflls the natives have learned 
how to utilize the power cf the current 
of the river Kur without building 
dams. 
What they have accomplished 
possibly might be done by an Ameri­ 
can farm er living on die banks of a 
rapidly moving stream and desiring a 
small, cheap power. 
The Caucasians 
build floats ou (lie surface of the river. 
Into them are set w aler wheels. The 
whole affair is fastened to the bank Sn 
such a way that It will rise and fall 
with any change in the level of the 
surface of the rh or, so Hint the power 
is about constant all the time. 
In llam a, the ancient “entering in of 
H am ath,” the Syrians have accomplish­ 
ed a feat that makes one think of lift­ 
ing oneself over a fence by tugging at 
one’s bootstraps. They have harnessed 
the historic Cronies, or Nahr el As!, as 
the Syrians call it, into the work of 
lifting itself many feet toward the ze­ 
nith and trained it thus to w ater their 
fruitful gardens and orchards.

Even then he is not prepared 
for the spectacle of one ninety feet in 
diam eter grunting around on Its cum­ 
brous axle ju st outside the town. 
Life in Hnma for some people is 
like tile liking of others for olives, an 
acquired taste, because of these very 
w ater wheels. 
According ss one feels 
nbout it, it is a musical city 'o r one 
filled w ith nerve racking groans. 
Day 
and night without ceasing these m ass­ 
ive, slow revolving structures utter 
speech. For those who have acquired a 
taste for their companionship the never 
ceasing tones are soothing, resembling 
tile ocean roar or a slow fugue played 
on some eyclopean organ. 
The dia­ 
pason tones are deeper and louder than 
the deepest organ stop. 
Now they are 
in unison, now repeating the theme, 
one after another, now for a brief mo­ 
ment In a sublime harmony never to 
lie forgotten, according to one traveler, 
thou once more together in a trem en­ 
dous chorus. 
The sounds are describ­ 
ed as a slow wbveinent up the scale, 
followed with a heavy drop to the key­ 
note as: Do ml sol, do do do; do sol la, 
do do do.

W O N D ER FU L M IRAGES,

In n o r th e r n A ln e k n . 
The most wonderful mirages ever be­ 
held by mortal eyes are those that are 
seen in the tw ilight w inter days in 
northern Alaska 
These rem arkable 
ghastly pictures of things, both im ag­ 
inary and real, are mirrored on the 
surface of the w aste plains luatead of 
upon the clouds or in the atmosphere. 
Mimic lakes aud w ater courses fringed 
with vegetation are to bo seen pictured 
as real as life on the surface of the 
snow, while grassy mounds, stumps, 
trees, logs, etc., which have an actual 
existence some place on the earth’s sur­ 
face, are outlined against m ountains of 
snow in all kinds of fantastic shapes, 
home of these objects are distorted 
and magnified into the shni»es of huge, 
ungainly anim als and reptiles of enor­ 
mous proi>ortions. Tile fogs and m ists 
are driven across these w astes by the 
winds, and as the objects referred to 
loom up In the flying vapors they ap­ 
pear like living creatures and seem to 
be actually moving rapidly across the 
plain. 
At other times they appear high In 
tho air, but this is a characteristic of 
the northern mirages that are seen 
near tho seashore. 
When the vapors 
an d m ists are driven out to sea the 
images mirrored In them appear to be 
lunging through the w aters at a terrific 
rate of sliced, dashing the spray high 
In tile air, while huge breakers roll 
over them and onw ard tow ard the 
m ountainous 
Islands 
beyond 
and 
against which they all appear to tie 
dashing. 
M onstrous serpents, appar­ 
ently several hundred feet long, some­ 
times w ith riders on their backs, men 
on horseback thirty to fifty feet in 
height, anim als and birds of all kinds 
of horrible shapes and colors seem to 
lie scurrying past, racing and chasing 
each other until they are lost in the 
twilight fogs or dashed to pieces upon 
the rocky islands mentioned above and 
which are tw enty miles out to sea.

U n S to re* V e r y L it t ie F o o d F o r L oo 
In W in te r . 
In M aine—In fact, all over New E ng­ 
land ret! squirrels do not put by great 
boards of any klud for w inter use. 
W hen a Maine red squirrel has filled 
itself with acorns and beechnuts it 
will hide a few here and there—under 
leaves, in hollow logs. In cracks of 
rifted trees nftd among stone heaps. 
An average red squirrel, having th 
run of nu oak grove in the fall of the 
year, may in the course of tw o weeks 
Lido nwnj from two to four quarts of 
acorus, though they will be in perhaps 
tw enty different places, and in no in­ 
stance which we have noted has any 
nut been shelled. 
The squirrel which plans a hoard of 
nuts and makes deliberate preparations 
for w inter is the little chipmunk, or 
striped squirrel, which seeks w inter 
quarters soon after heavy frosts and 
which rem ains in hiding nil winter. 
Tho chipm unks often hide as many us 
tw o quarts of shelled beechnuts in one 
place. Their storehouses are, as a rule, 
under the ground, in sloping and sandy 
soil, the burrow s having been dug with 
true engineering skill, so th at no fresh­ 
et can drown them out. . 
It Is believed Hint most observing 
woodsmen will say that the rod squir­ 
rels of this vicinity seldom make large 
caches of provisions for wlntor con­ 
sumption and never shell the stored 
nuts. 
Iu fact»tlie red species have no 
need to pay much hoed to such m atters, 
as they are abroad and Active in the 
coldest days of w inter as much as they 
are in midsummer, so precautions for 
food are not demanded. 
As the red 
squirrels subsist for a good part of the 
year upon the cones of pines and 
spruces, which hang to the limbs, they 
do not care how deep or hard tho snow 
may be, feeling secure In finding Bli­ 
the food they w ant among tne t®“ 
tops.—Bangor News.

It Is estim ated that the cyclops will 
beget 442.UOO young in the course of 
the year', and lf these were ail perm it­ 
ted to m ature aud reproduce them ­ 
selves tho seas would in a short time 
be a simple mass of living organisms. 
But the cetoohilUH, or “whale food,” 
constitutes almost the exclusive food 
of the vast shoals of herrings and the 
sea living salmon and sulmon trout. 
Their existence is oue of the greatest 
economic trium phs of nature, for these 
minute creatures scour the sea of its 
refuse and keep it sweet, while they 
form the food of fishes, which in turn 
furnish wholesome food for millions of 
human beings. 
Feeding ou dead vegetable and ani­ 
mal m atter, these entom ostraca are 
converted into tile food fishes of the 
world by one remove, being first assim ­ 
ilated by the herrings, then absorbed 
by the tuuny, cod, mackerel and other 
fishes which follow' herring shoals and 
prey upon the latter. 
They mainly 
sw im on the surface of the w ater, and 
it is the search of them in this position 
which brings the shoals of herrings to 
the surface. 
Their countless numbers 
are also augmented by the microscopic 
larvae of fixed shells, such as the bar­ 
nacle, which begins life in till# Hmm 
first as a one eyed swimming crusta­ 
cean, then growing u pair of eyes aud 
finally affixing itself. 
In rivers these larvae are the sole 
food of all young fish and often also of 
older fish. 
In early spring the crea­ 
tures in every stage—eggs, larvae and 
perfect though miscroseopic entomos­ 
traca—sw arm in the wrater, on tho mud j 
and on the w ater plants, and were it 
not for nature’s provision for keeping 
them In check so rapid would be thfdr 
rate of multiplication that the whole 
character of the w ater would speedily 
be entirely changed.
